Comparison of both 

Agricultural people live mainly by cultivating plants, and nomads 
and herders live mainly by raising animals. 


Farmers are ethnic groups in Japan, East Asia, Russia, etc., and 
pastoral people are ethnic groups in Europe, America, Arabs, Jews, 
Mongolia, etc. 

Japanese people belong to the pedigree of farmers, mainly rice 
cultivation, while Westerners do some farming like wheat 
cultivation to a certain extent, but often live on pastures with 
livestock. , Belong to the lineage closer to nomads and pastoralists. 

In the following text, we explain that these two people have 
contrasting social characteristics, and describe the way of thinking 
and behavior of each people as "plant thinking = farmer's 
thinking", "animal thinking = Nomadism and herders' way of 
thinking. Alternatively, it may be referred to as "vegetable and 
animal values, framework, behavioral style" or the like. 


Contrasting plant and animal thinking 



As farmers grow plants and live, their thoughts and behaviors are 
increasingly adapted to the characteristics of the plants. On the 
other hand, while nomads and pastoralists live by raising animals 
and livestock, their thoughts and behaviors are gradually adapted 
to the characteristics of animals. 


The differences between the two are summarized in the following 
table.

The Japanese Constitution can be analyzed as an example of what 
happened when forcing the pastoral code of the United States on 
top of the Japanese farmer code. In Japan, the Constitution of Japan 
was ostensibly accepted by the superpowers of the United States, 
but it was almost watered down by strong women and maternity 
resistance. From the village society. 

The Constitution of Japan, which was introduced to Japan under the 
initiative of the United States, can be regarded as a type of 
constitution of the herders. 

The current Japanese Constitution of Japan is just an ornament, and 
the rules of the Japanese Village Society, the Japanese Village 
Social Constitution, are the true constitution of Japanese society. It 
is also a female social constitution. This is a type of rule of the 
Japanese farming society, which is the rule of the Japanese village 
society. 

The US-led Constitution of Japan = The case of the pastoral 
constitution, the rules and rules of the Japanese village society can 
be used as the case of the farmer's constitution, from which the 
pastoral constitution and the farmer's constitution can be codified. 

On the other hand, in Japan, as a part of obedience to the United 
States of supermarkets, the articles of the Constitution of Japan are 
inviolable and deified. 

It should be noted that the norms of farmers in the socialist and 
communist nations of East Asia, Southeast Asia and Russia are also 
based on the Marxist pastoral norms of Western origin. The 
ideology of socialism and communism is only apparent, and the 
reality is that the constitution of farmers and the constitution of 
women's society have become. 

Agricultural constitutions are initially all dressed up as pastoral 
constitutions. Because the farmers are feminine, they can not make 
themselves because they do not create a constitution or are too 
risky and do not adventure, it is easy to conceal the internal 
situation of society, it is easy to make use of the pastoral 
constitution as the face of the farm, and the farming that is not 
actually written down It works in a private constitution. 



In the following, it is summarized in a broad bullet format. It 
stipulates the pastoral aspects of the Constitution of Japan enacted 
by North American pastoralists in each article, and specifies the 
corresponding farmer's constitution. From it, the constitution of 
pastoral people and the constitution of agricultural people are 
derived. 

Relevant male and female social constitutions can also be put 
together by looking back at the differences between sperm ova. 

The fundamental difference between the constitution of the 
pastoral people and the constitution of the agricultural people is 
the existence of the concept of "government". "Government" is the 
title of a single united power that the people have voluntarily 
attached to a group that has total control over the people, 
indicating that they are obedient to you. Will have a substantial 
one-party rule, great political support, and one-party 
dictatorship. The concept of "government" is strongly seen in the 
constitution of farmers, but is sparse in the constitution of 
shepherds. Behind this, there may be gender differences in the way 
men and women think about power. 

The masculine psychology that wants to choose freedom and 
independence from the strong and the power creates a herdish 
constitution, and the feminine psyche that is attracted to the 
strong and the powerful and wants to flutter, respect, unite and 
obey. It produces an agricultural constitution. "Government" is 
created and persisted by such feminine psychology. 

"Super government" is a female title of a feminine farming 
community against an internationally powerful group that has a 
great influence from outside Japan, which is positioned even higher 
than the highest group of people in the country = "Government", is 
there. An example is the United States, which effectively controls 
Japan in a military manner. 

In what follows, I will explain the fundamental differences between 
the constitution of the farmers and that of the herders. Behind 
them, there is a difference between the women's social

Points to be aware of in understanding 
farmers 1 society 


The Japanese, which belongs to the pedigree of farmers, would like 
to suggest that some of the conventional misconceptions be 
corrected in this regard. 















[Part 1. Opposition of farming ethnic groups is not hunting 
ethnicity] 

Conventionally, the viewpoint of comparing Japanese people of 
"farming" ethnicity with Westerners of "hunting" ethnicity (?) This 
is a mistake. Rather, it should be a comparison between 
agricultural and nomadic / pastoralist people. Why was it ? 


Humans lived primarily in hunting before they grew and kept 
plants and animals. In short, as the development and evolutionary 
stage of human life,

Therefore, comparing hunters and farmers in opposition is 
historically comparing the former stage and the latter stage. This 
means that Westerners, who are considered hunting ethnic groups, 
are in a late, primitive state that is earlier in development than 
those of the agricultural ethnic groups. This is clearly inconsistent 
with the culturally advanced nations of Europe and the United 
States, with Japan following many patterns. 

Also, in the first place, Japanese people were hunters before they 
started farming.Contrasting and arguing between farmers and 
hunters means denying that their roots were hunters. Become. 









The comparison of culture between Japan and East Asia and Europe 
and the United States is that the former breeds farmers who mainly 
focus on cultivation of plants like rice, and the latter raises animals 
such as sheep, cows and horses compared to the former. It is 
appropriate to explain by the difference between being a nomad 
and a herder who focuses more on this. 

This is because, at the development stage, farmers and nomads / 
pastoralists are in parallel, and it can be said that they are more 
suitable for simultaneous comparison and comparison. In fact, in 
Western society, carnivores and dairy farming by animal breeding 
are more important than in Japan and other countries. 

In the future, the comparison between Japan and Europe and the 
United States should stop using the erroneous comparison between 
agricultural people and hunting people, and use the contrast 
between agricultural people and nomadic and pastoral people. 


[Part 2. The Japanese are not the only agricultural ethnic groups] 
When 

reading an editorial that describes the characteristics of the 
traditional Japanese people, only the Japanese are the agricultural 
ethnic groups, and other than China, South Korea and Japan. Our 
society frequently encounters cases where everybody is writing like 
a herd. 

Certainly, Chinese and Koreans may eat more meat than 
Japanese. That being said, if they are said to be nomadic and 
herders on par with the West, the fact is that they have to turn 
their heads. 

In short, people engaged in animal husbandry ( ethnic ) to be in,

China and 
Korea are thought to correspond to (1)above . They do some 
pastoral work, but they can be said to be the same main 
agricultural people as Japan in major respects. 


Ways farmers should take 

At present, the European and American initiative, which 
emphasizes globalism and mobility around regional boundaries, 
and recommends a mobile-oriented approach, is to establish the 
concept of animal-like herders in Europe and the United States as 
an international standard. Farmers like Japan, East Asia, Southeast 
Asia and Russia should not ride on it. In this way, pastoralists have 
an advantage from the start and farmers who are less mobile lose. 


Farmers, such as Japan, decide to stay in a fixed position and make 
improvements to the site every day, accumulating it, making the 
place easier to live and fortunate. It is a strategy that farmers 
should take to protect and monopolize the favorable conditions 
and places that have been blessed by the accumulation of such 
improvements, and keep them away from pastoralists and other 
people. 

We must also look for solidarity among farmers around the world to 
compete with the Western dominant pastoralists today. Because 
they live in different places, but they share the same botanical 
thinking and values. (Written in 200 6)
